Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1 , 5-6, 9-1 6 and 1 8-20 allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

For Claim 1 : primarily, the prior art of record does not disclose or suggest in the 
claimed combination: wherein said heat conductor has a first heat conduction body 
disposed in an opening in a lid body; a second heat conduction body bonded to a heat 
insulation body; a third heat conduction body, and the second heat conduction body is 
disposed between the first heat conduction body and the third heat conduction body.
